No one knew of the little ones being in the 
house until the arrival of the grandmother 
and uncle just as the fire burned out. 
The remains were found about two feet 
apart and were burned to a crisp and could 
not be identified one from the other. 
There were two stoves in the house and 
it is supposed that the little ones probably 
played with the fire and were caught in the 
flames before they could escape.

SOME HORE LAW 
BY JUDGE MURPHY. 


SAYS POLICEMEN CANNOT SWEAR 
To INFORMATION. 


LAWYERS LAUGH AT HIM. 


Plain Case of Brutal Assault Dis- 
missed Because a Policeman 
Swore to the Warrant. 


— — 


Judge Murphy of the Criminal Court of 
Correction established a new precedent 
Tuesday when he discharged Charles 
O'Leary and Wiliam Runge on @ tech- 
nicality. He administered a slap to his old 
foe, the Police Department, and to his old 
law partner, Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 


ney R. M. Johnson. 

O'Leary is the accused murderer of old 
Moritz Pietgzgsch He and Runge were 
charged in Murphy's court Tuesday with 
assault and battery. It is alleged that on 
Nov. 7 they assaulted ‘and severely beat one 
Samuel B. Winn on Eighteenth stree), near 
Wash. Winn was taken to the City Hospital. 
Witnesses said that the assault was an un- 
usually vicious one, 

Winn was unable to apply for a warrant, 
and Policeman Roach, who made the arrest, 
ewore to the information. 

When the cage was called Tuesday after- 
noon. John A. Gernez, attorney for the de- 
fendants, moved to quash the information, 


on the ground that Roach had no personal 
knowl of the alleged assau!t. 

Judge Murphy consulted his law books and 
found that in one case the Supreme Court 
held that no one was competent to swear to 
an information unless he had persona! 
Knowledge and was competent to testify 
as a witness. On this theory Judge Murphy 
sustained Gernez’ motion and the cases were 
dismissed. 

Judge Murphy aid, in discharging the 
men, that Roach had no business to swear 
to something he did not know of his own 
knowledge. : 

“If this thing is permitted to continue,’ 
said the Judge, “the police officers can 
swear out information against anyone and 
lodge half the town in IJ. Assistant Pros- 
ecuting yes Johnson has been in office 
two years and he ought to have learned a 
Httle law by this time, but it seems he has 
not.“ 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
does not agree with Judge Murphy, but he 
says in the future he will swear to the in- 
formation himself if it will please Wudge 
Mutphy. 

“I do not profess to be so able a lawyer as 
Judge Murphy,” said Col. Johnson, but 1 
try to do my duty and suppress crime. If 
there were two lawyers occupying the po- 
sitions of Judge Murphy and myself, and 
each entertained the views of the Judge, the 
town would indeed be standing on its head. 

“It has been the custom of this office 
since time immemorial for the police . to 
swear to the information in such cases. 


t to serve the people. I am 

to believe they will indorse my ac- 

tion. Judge Murphy has seen fit to criticise 

me freely from the bench during the past 
two years.“ 

Ex-Assistant Prosecuting Estep said that 
during his four years in the office he issued 
informations on the authority of the police, 
and none were ever thrown out on the 
point made by Judge Murphy. 

‘The Winn information was a good one,“ 
said Mr. . “The officer testified to 
the statements being true to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, and the Supreme 
Court has held this to be suffic.ent.” 

Judge Edmunds of Division No. 2 of the 
sk gy Court did ‘not care to criticise 
Judge Murphy's actions. “It would not 
be courteous,” said Judge Edmunds, “Tor 
me to criticise Judge Murphy, unless the 
case were before me for trial, and all the 
facts were laid before me. Then it would 
duty (o pass on the action. Judge 
Murphy occupies a subordinate position. 
His court is a preliminary court and mine 
is one of final hearing. 

It is ble that the Judge considers 
this policeman unworthy of belief and act- 
— On that ground rather than from a 
egal standpoint. However, 1 do not care 
to be interviewed on the case and will re-

OR SUICIDE? 


SUDDEN AND MYSTERIOUS DEATH 
OF MRS. PLOEN. 


LAUDANUM WAS THE CAUSE. 


She Had Been Married Lately and Did 
Not Get Along Well With Her 
Husband, the Porter. 


Deep mystery surrounds the death of Mrs. 
Mary Ploen at 2861 South Eighteenth street, 
Wednesday morning. 

She was taken there by her daughter 
Lena Tuesday night, grew ill early Wednes- 
day morning and died at 5:30 o’clock. 


Dr. W. J. Pohrer of 1829 Pestalozzi street 
was called, but reached the house too late 
to be of assistance. He made an examina- 
tion of the body and said death was due to 
laudanum poisoning. Later Mrs. Annie } 
Nelly, a married daughter of Mrs. Ploen, 
found a bottle on the washstand and it was 
labeled “‘Laudanum—Poison.’’ 

Mrs. Ploen gave no explanation of her ill- 
ness and made no statement before she died. 

She was 57 years old. She was formerly 
Mrs. Schwab and was for many years @ 
midwife, living at the home of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Nelly, where she died. Two 
months ago she married John Ploen, a por- 
ter in the office of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Co. The bridegroom of 65 and the 
bride of 57 did not get along well from 
the start. Mrs. Ploen left her husband's 
heuse at 3203 South Ninth street on Thanks- 
giving morning. She was not seen again 
by her relatives until she went te her 
daughter’s home to die. 

Lena Schwab, Mrs. Ploen's daughter, 
lived at the old couple’s home until Tues- 
day morning, when she, too, left the house. 
At the Nelly home every effort was made 
Wednesday to throw an air of mystery 
around the case. Mrs. Nelly said: 

“All that I know is that my sister Lena 
brought mother here last night. She seemed 
to be well but got sick early this morning 
and died.“ 

Miss Lena Schwab said: “I brought my 
mother here from the other house because 
she said she wanted to see the folks. I 
didn't think she was ill and she didn’t say 
so. We got here about 9 o’clock and mother 
went to bed as usual.’’ 

The woman's husband, John Ploen, said 
that he had not seen his wife for a week. 
He is certain she was not at his house Tues- 
day night. 

‘You see,“ he said, I didn’t know where 
my wife was. I didn’t care either. When a 
woman leaves me like she did I have no 
more use for her. We never got along well. 
Three days after we were married she got 
hold of a clothes-line and said she had a no- 
tion to hang herself in the shed. 

Then she began to ask me to to make 
over my property to her. I refused. That's 
why she left me. I don’t know where she 
went, but heard she was stopping at a 
house on Lynch street somewhere. 

J understood she was going around the 
neighborhood telling people I did not treat 
her well. She used to drink a good deal. 
Twice lately she came in drunk.”’ 

Mrs. Ploen leaves four children by her 
former marriage. Ploen has five children.

BONDS READY FOR FILING. 


New Company in the Field With an 
Application to Be Allowed 
Conduit Room. 


Unless, as there are reasons to expect, con- 
duid proceedings are stopped by court pro- 
ceedings, next week will be a busy one for 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

The public hearing is advertised to take 
place on Monday, but that only means that 
it will begin on that day. Where or when 
it will end nobody knows. Some of the 
members of the board think it will end in 
coufusion, 

It is probable that at the meeting of 
the board on Monday a special committee 
will be appoiated, consisting of all the mem- 
bers, which will hold daily settings until 
the bitter end. It és necessary for the whole 
board to act on the committee for she rea- 
son that the ordinance requires a great 
many things which are commonly delegated 
to a small committee to be done by the board 
elf. : 

The committee will be denominated a spe- 
cial committee instead of a Committee of 
the Whole in order to obviate the necessity 
of formally calling the board together each 
day, reporting progress and then resolving 
the board into Committee of the Whole. 

Unless the work of the charter revision is 
completed this week, which is highly im- 
probable, President McMath will not be 
chairman of the committee. He regards the 
charter revision of greater importance than 
the conduit matter, and does not intend 
to neglect his work in that connection. But 
in order to have him present at the meet- 
ing of the special committee, they will 
probably be held in the early part of the 
day, so as not to conflict with the meetings 
wf the commission,. which take place at 3 
p. m. each day.“ 

Fourteen companies have already filed 
their applications for conduit privileges, 
and Tuesday another was incorporated, 
which will certainly apply for space. It is 
the Imperial Electric Light, Heat and Power 
Co. A. M. Sullivan C. W. Fitch hold seven 
shares each and J. H. Maxwell six Shares.

In this way 
people pay for their owa education, and at 
the same time we are furnished with the 
means for advertising books and pamph- 
lets. 

Without going further into detalis at this 
time, I wil) say that, if our leaders can 
effect an organization through clubs or 
otherwise, I will be one of 50,000 or more that 
will pay $1 a month from now until the 
next general election into a fund to be raised 
for the purpose of assisting publishers in 
extending the circulation ef papers known 
to be sound on the money question. I am 
satisfied that $100,000 a month could be raised 
in this way if an intelligent, aggressive ef- 
fort was made. With this assistance pub-

embraces part of what is now Dayton, 
O., and a large tract adjacent to that city. 
The pavents were found less than a month 
ago E collection of old papers in Owens- 
boro, Ky., and they will be the basis of an 
action for the recovery either of damages 
or the land.

Asphalt Company Claims That the 
Reservation Should Be Opened, 
as Provided by Congress. 


President C. O. Baxter of the Gilson As- 
phaltum Co, Tuesday afternoon recéived a 
telegram stating that the fires which have 
been raging in the asphaltum mines of the 
company near Fort Duchesne in the Uintah 
Indian Reservation in Utah have been ex- 
tinguished and preparations for recovering 
the bodies of the dead will be begun at 
once, The injured have all recovered and 
have returned to their homes. 

These fires have been burning for some 
time, and threatened the destruction of the 


valuable deposit of asphaltum at that point. 
In addttion to the number who were in- 
— at least two miners are known to have 
ost their lives in the burning mines, 
their bodies have not been recovered. — 


Umcompahgre Ute Reservation, which has 
become famous not only for the valuable 
mineral deposits discovered there, but also 
an account of the controversy between Con- 
grees and the erstwhile Secretary of the In- 
terior, Hoke Smith, in regard to its opening, 
Congress passed a law providing for the 
opening of the reservation, but the Secretary 
— to carry out its instructions and rec- 
ommended that the lands be sold at auction 
to the highest bidder. For this so-called 
arbitrary action he was severely scored by 
Senators Vest, Teller and Chandler. 

It is now reported that Secretary Francis 
will refer the question of the opening of 
the reservation back to Congress on 4 
technicality, and he is coming in for his 
share of criticism. 

These deposits of asphaltum are very rich 
and are said to contain enough to pave the 
streets of all the cities of the United States 
several times over and then have plenty 
to spare for other purposes. According to 
the Geological Bureau, there are six veins 
of from 4 to 12 feet wide, extending for 
miles, to a depth of 1,000 to 5,000 feet. 

A company of St. Louis capitalists pro- 
poses to build a railroad to the reservation 
if it is thrown open, and they are very 
bitter in denunciation of the proposed ac- 
tion of Secretary Francis. 

The reservation contains 1,933,440 acres, 
while the total number of Indians inter- 
ested ts only 988, so that 200,000 acres would 
be more than e to make the al- 
lotment required by law. 

Representatives of the Gilson Asphaltum 
Company of this city made some valuable 
discoveries of asphaltum on the reserva- 
tion, which they. supposed to be outside 
the line. When it was discovered that the 
claim was located within the reservation 
it had to be abandoned. 

President Baxter in speaking of the rul- 
ing of Secretary Smith, said: 

“Tt would be just as reasonable to sell the 
lands at Cripple Creek at auction now that 
their value has deen discovered, as it 
would be to sell these lands to the highest 
bidder now that they have been found to be 
valuable. 

“We are in favor of the opening of the 
reservation, as it would prevent the possi- 
bility of another monopoly in the asphalt 
paving, and enable the work to be done 
much cheaper than at present. 

The asphaltum deposits on these lands 
occur in several forms, viz., bituminous 
sandstone and bituminous limestone, both 
of which are known as “bituminous rock.“

familiarly calléd. Bitum!nous rock is a 
sandstone, limestone or quartz thoroughly 
impregnated with asphaltum, and in its nat- 
ral state is hard, but after being crushed 
it can be worked like putty, and when sub- 
jected to sufficient pressure will become 
hard again. It is aptly described as nat- 
ure's paving matertal,“ and makes the finest 
street paving known. 

Glance pitch is a hard species of asphaltum 
of remarkable urity, black and highly 
lustrous, and when broken shows a con- 
coidal fracture. It is not affected by ordin- 
ary temperature and requires 250 to de- 
grees Fahrenhe!t to melt it. Gilsonite is the 
name by which it is commonly known in 
this locality. 

St. Louis capitalists are interested in 
the asphaltum deposits of Utah, and not 
only are they interested but the people of 
Utah are clamoring for the opening of the 
reservation, as it contains in addition to 
the mineral deposits some valuable grazing 


land.

NEW HOSPITAL COMMISSION OUT- 
LINES ITS PLANS. 


PAVILION PLAN ADOPTED. 


Emergency Hospital on the Old Site 
and Main Institution in 
the Suburbs. 


The Hospital Commission of the Board of 
Health will, on Friday evening, submit to 
the Municipal Assembly its recommenda- 
tions bearing upon the construction of the 
new City Hospital to take the place of the 
institution destroyed by the tornado of 
May N. 

The recommendations have been drawn up 
and only await the signatures of the mem- 
bers of the commission, Mayor Cyrus Wal- 
bridge, Health Commissioner Dr. M. C. 
Starkloff, Dr. G Hughes, Dr. Albert 
Merrell, Halsey C. Ives and Edgar Mepham. 
They will provide for the erection of two 
hospitals, instead of, one, an emergency 
hospital and an institution for the treat- 
ment of chronic and infectious diseases. 

The emergency hospital, if the sugges- 
tions of the commission are carried into 
effect, will be on the site of the destroyed 
building on Lafayette avenue. It will be 
built on the pavilion plan and will ac- 
commodate about 200 patients. 

The main institytion will be located near 
the Poor-house, as the commission be- 
lieves, with the emergency cases provided 
for down town, it will be advantageous to 
have the city eleemosynary institutions 
grouped together as closely as possible, 

It will also be built on the pavilion plan 
ahd will at the outset be designed to ac- 
commodate from 1,500 to 2,006 patients. 

The pavilion plan is simply a group of 
substantially built cottages one and two 
stories in height, connected by service pas- 
sages, but all heated from one central 
plant. 

This arrangement permits of the most per- 
fect ventilation, and has the advantage of 
being easily enlarged to meet the demands 
for increased capacity. 

The adoption of this plan is largely the 
result of the tour of inspection recently 
made by Dr. Albert Merrell. 

He made an exhaustive examination of 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital at Baltimore 
one of the most complete institutions of 
the kind in the world. It is bullt on the 
pavilion plan. 

The members of the commission are de- 
termined not tc have the new institu- 
tion built on the barracks plan. They real- 
ine that the hospitals will not be built for 
the present but for generations to come, 
and they intend to do everything in their 
power to insure them being built on cor- 
rect lines. 

As soon as the Municipal Assembly re- 
ceives the recommendations, conferences 
win be held with architects and sanitary

Dr. Starkloff said Wednesday: The delay 
lans for the new 
hospital is due solely to the lack of funds. 
We now have $47,000, however, being the 
1 per cent Of the total revenue set aside by 
ordinance for the purpose, ahd of course the 
amount will constantly grow. When we do 
get our new hospital, however, it will be one 
of which the city can well be proud. 

“I. suppose there will always be a Central 
Dispensary maintained down town, but that 
is a matter for future consideration.“
